THE  ORDER  FOR  MORNING  PRAYER. 


IT  Every  Minister  shall  give  warning  to  his  Congrega-- 
tion  publicly  in  the  time  of  Divine  Service  the  Sun- 
day be/or Cy  for  the  due  observance  of  the  said  day. 

IT  The  Service  shall  be  the  same  with  the  usml  office  of 
Holy  Days,  eaxept  where  it  is  in  this  office  oth&rwise 
appointed. 

IT  Let  him  that  ministereth  read  unth  a  loud  voice  these 
sentences  of  Scripture;  and  after  them  the  exhortation, 
Dearly  beloved  Brehren,  &c. 

TTT  is  of  the  Lord's  mercies  that  we  are  not  consumed, 
•■■  because  His  compassions  fail  not.     Lam.  iii.  22. 

To  the  Lord  our  God  belong  mercies  and  forgivenesses, 
though  we  have  rebelled  against  Him :  neither  have  we 
obeyed  the  voice  of  the  Lord  our  God,  to  walk  in  His 
laws  which  He  set  before  us.    Daniel,  ix.  9,  10. 

IT  Instead  of  Venite  eocultemus, 

^  COME  let  us  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  for  He  is 
^-^  gracious  :  and  His  mercy  endureth  for  ever.

Give  thanks,  0  Israel,  unto  God  the  Lord,  in  the  con- 
gregations :  from  the  ground  of  the  heart.

We  yield  Thee  praise  and 
thanksgiving  that  it   hath  pleased  Thee   of  Thy   tender 
mercy  to  remove  the  grievous  Sickness   wherewith  wc 
lately  have  been  sore  afflicted,  to  restore  the  voice  of  joy 
and  health  to  our  dwellings.     We  acknowledge  it  of  Thy 
goodness  alone  that  we  have  been  so  delivered,  beseech- 
ing Thee  sti..  to  continue  Thy  great  mercies  unto  us  • 
and  so  to  enlighten  our  understandings  and  purify  our  af- 
fections by  Th^  lU\y  Spirit,  that  we  may  learn  from  Thy 
judgments  to  fear  thy  wrath  above  all  things,  and  may  be 
ed  by  Thy  goodness  to  love  thee  with  our  whole  heart, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 

TT  Then  shall  follow  the  Second  and  Third  Collects  at 
Mormng  Prayer,  and  after  these  the  Litany. 

IT  Immediately  before  the  General  Thanksgiving,  shall

MORNING  PRAYER. 


Courts  to  render  unto  Thee  the  sacrifice  of  our  unfeigned 
thanksgiving  and  praise.  It  is  of  Thy  mercies,  0  Lord, 
that  we  are  not  consumed,  because  Thy  compassions  fail 
not.  We  bless  and  glorify  Thy  name  for  saving  us,  when 
we  were  ready  to  perish.  We  humbly  acknowledge  Thy 
power  and  goodness  in  staying  the  course  of  the  pesti- 
lence, when  we  had  no  hope  in  man.  To  Thee  alone  we 
ascribe  our  deliverance  :  in  Thee  only  do  we  trust. 
Vouchsafe,  O  Lord,  we  beseech  Thee,  to  be  now  and 
evermore  our  defence  ;  and  make  us  to  know  and  feel 
that  there  is  none  other  name  under  heaven  given  to  man, 
in  whom  and  through  whom  >ve  may. receive  health  and 
salvation,  but  only  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
And  we  beseech  Thee,  to  make  us  as  truly  sensible  now 
of  Thy  mercy,  as  we  were  then  of  our  danger.  And  as 
it  hath  pleased  Thee  of  Thy  great  goodness,  to  say  unto 
the  destroying  Angel,  "  It  is  enough  ;"  so  may  it  please 
Thee,  also,  to  grant,  that  we  may  not,  by  turning  again 
unto  our  sins,  provoke  Thee  to  lift  up  Thine  hand  against 
us  any  more.  Make  our  hearts  to  be  devoted  to  Thy 
fear :  put  away  from  us  all  vice  and  infidelity :  work  in 
us  true  repentance,  that  iniquity  may  not  be  our  ruin : 
give  unto  us  the  increase  ojf  faith,  hope  and  love,  that 
we,  whom  Thou  hast  saved,  may  serve  Thee  in  all  god- 
ly  quietness,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  and  Saviour.. 
Amen^ 

OGGD,  in  whose  hands  are  the  issues  of  life  and  death, 
vouchsafe,  we  beseech  Thee,  to  preserve  Thy  people 
in  body  and  soul ;  and  give  us  such  effectual  grace,  that, 
each  of  us  looking  into  the  plague  of  bis  own  heari  and 
truly  repenting  of  his  sins,  we  may  alnior  our  own  corrup- 
tion ;  and  faithfully  serving  Thee  in  spirit  and  truth,  may 
obtain  forgiveness  of  ^\\  our  transgressions,  through  the 
mediation  and  merits  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 
Amen. 

OLORD  GOD,  who  hast  wounded  us  for  our  sins,  and 
consumed  us  for  our  transgressions,  by  thy  late  heavy 
and  dreadful  visitation;  and  now,  in  the  midst  of  judgment, 
remembering  mercy,  hast  redeemed  our  souls  from  the 
jaws  of  death  ;  We  offer  unto  Thy  fatherly  goodness  our-

For  the  Epistle.    Numbers  XVI.  v.  42  to  49. 

ND  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  congregation  was  gath- 
^  ered  against  Moses  and  against  Aaron,  that  they 
looked  toward  the  tabernael%of  the  congregation:  and, 
behold,  the  cloud  covered  it,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord 
appeared.

And  he  stood  between  the  aead  and  the  Uvtng ;  and  the 
plague  was  stayed. 

The  Gospel    St.  Luke,  XVII.  v.  11  to  19. 

ND  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  went  to  Jerusalem,  that  he 
passed  through  the  midst  of  Samaria  and  Galilee. 
And  as  he  entered  into  a  certain  village,  there  met  him 
ten  men  that  were  lepers,  which  stood  afar  off:  and  they 
lifted  up  their  voices,  and  said,  Jesus,  Master,  have  mercy 
on  us.  And  when  he  saw  them,  he  said  unto  them.  Go 
shew  vQurselves  unto  the  priests.     And  it  came  to  pass.

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that  as  they  went,  they  were  cleansed.  And  one  of  them, 
when  he  saw  that  he  was  healed,  turned  back,  and  with 
a  loud  voice  glorified  God,  and  fell  down  on  his  face  at  his 
leet,  giving  him  thanks:  and  he  was  a  Samaritan.  And 
Jesus  ^hswered  and  said,  Wtu  there  not  ten  cleansed? 
iiut  w^here  are  the  nine?  ^ There  are  not  found  that  re- 
turned to  give  glory  to  Goi,  save  this  stranger.  And  he 
said  unto  hira,  Arise,  go  thy  way :  thy  faith  hath  made 
thee  whole.
